But perhap.'i 11. would be wise to curb 
the Impuise lo criiicleiiiii the rioting Anna- 
mltc3 of Indo-Chlna. For It may bo that they 
arc slightly cotilvised by recent events. 

Four yenr,^ ago (he Japs moved In to re- 
place the Frcncli ns overlords of Annam and 
the other Indo-Chinese colonlcK. This was 
done with the connivance of France which. 
belnB then a colony of nazl Germany, had 
no choice In the matter. ■ 

Now France, having been rescued only re- 
cently from her degrading colonial .status, 
has moved In to resume her former place as 
ruler of Indo-Chlna. 

Perhaps the Annamltcs had been so car- 
ried away by wartime talk of freedom and 
democracy and liberation that they forgot 
they are supposed to be an Inferior people In 
capable of .self-rule. 

Perhaps they even remembered the words 
of two former heads of state who met In 
mid-ocean during the darkest day.s of nazl 
tyranny and wrote such words as these: 

".They (the heads of state) desire to see no 
territorial changes that do not accord with 
the freely expressed wishes of the peoples 
concerned. . . . They respect the right of all 
peoples to choose the form of government 
under which they will live; and they wish to 
Bce sovereign rights and self-government re- 
stored to those who have been forcibly de- 
prived ot them." 

Perhaps the Annamltcs recalled that. In 
January of 1942, all governments then at war 
with the axis had subscribed to this "com- 
mon program of purpases and principles em- 
bodied 111 the joint declaration of the Presi- 
dent of the United States and the prime min- 
ister of the United Kingdom . . . known as 
the Atlantic charter." 

ThG Annamltcs may have noticed that the 
heads of a good many civilized governments 
arc full of repentance, loving kindness and 
political morality when confronted with dis- 
aster, but that they have a way of reverting 
to their old ways of thinking and doing once 
peril l3 past. 

And the Annamltcs, bclns less sophistical- 
ed and self-deceiving than some of the 
world's tribes, may have decided that the only 
way to Independence lay in strong action- 
even if that meant fighting a coalition of the 
French, the British and the recent common 
enemy of all concerned, the Japanese.
